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Applicant argues, "the section includes new reasoning for rejecting claim 10 and cites another portion of the Rahman reference and 
provides reasonings not provided in the previous rejection. As such, if the rejection is maintained, Applicants respectfully request that the 
finality of the rejection bet withdrawn since Applicants did not have a proper opportunity to respond to the Examiner's rejection since the 
rejection is being provided for the first time in a final." This argument is not persuasive because Applicant is responsible for the entire text of 
the prior art references provided. The rejections as laid out by the Examiner are merely road maps to assist Applicant. The position of the 
rejection did not change from the Non-Final action mailed (17 August 2007) to the Final action mailed (12 December 2007), wherein both 
actions rely upon Rahman to teach the claimed wireless elements. Paragraph 4 of the Final merely includes addition citations that were 
requested by the Applicant in the previous response. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 6, 7, 17, and 18 are not persuasive because the claims do not include limitations 
drawn only to hardware as argued. 

In response to Applicant's argument with respect to claim 8, the Examiner points to paragraph 2 of the Final, which is believed to 
fully address Applicant's argument. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1 981 ); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., a back channel may be, for example, an SMS messaging channel) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
